From the Paris Gazette, dated April 12. — 

Aples, March 11. The 2 Regiments of 
-Dentice and Caraccioli della Torella 
are compleat, and are to be convey’d 
by Sea to Lombardy, and will be; ur- 
nifh'd with Horfes at Milan. A certain 
Number of Banditti who were confin’d in feveral Pri- 
fons inthis Kingdom, ate taken out,to be diftributed 
among the Garrifons of the Places on the Tufcan 
Coaft. Two Privateers, who had Commiffions from 
the Viceroy, having lately chac’d a Felucca that had 
Contraband Goods in her, till the got under the Can- 
non of the. Fort on the Ifland Ponza, belonging to 
the Duke of Parma; would have oblig’d the Go- 
"-vernor of the Fort to fuffer them to take her, threat- 
ening otherwife to attack the Fort: But the Vice- 
roy receiving Intelligence of it, blam’d their Con- 
duct, and fent them order to retire and leave the 

Felucca at liberty. 

From the ParisGazette, April12. 
Rome, March 17. The 12th the Ceremony of 
baptizing a Jew, his Wife, and Daughter, was per- 
form’din the Church of St- Peter. He was Con- 
ducted to the Pope’s Palace cloath’d in White, by 
theJefuits, who had inftructed him in the Principles of 
the Chriftian Religion ; his Wife and Daughter were 
led thither by the Duchefs of Mathei. Signior Goz- 
zalini Secretary. of the Briefs to Princes, perform'd 
the Ceremony of exorcifing ; after which they were 
led to the Palace where the Pope and Cardinals ex- 
pected them. The Pope baptiz’d the Mother firt, 
who had for Godfather and Godmother the Cardinal 
Acciaioli and the Queen of Poland. Then he bap- 
tiz’d the Daughter, whofe Godfather was the Cardi- 
nal Orthoboni ; and laftly the Father, to whem the 
fame Cardinal ftood Godfather as Proxy for the 
Great Duke of Tufcany. The Ceremony of Bap- 
tifm being over, the Pope went to the Altar of St. Gre- 
gory, where he gave the Sacrament of Confirmation 
to the New Converts; then Te Dewi was fung: 
after* which His Holinefs faid Mafs,.and gave them 
the Communiof. Then they were conducted to the 
Hall of the Confiftory, where a Table was fpread 
very magnificently. The Pope came thither, and 
after he had made a moft pious and eloquent Exhor- 
tation to them, he gave to each of them a Purfe with 
100 Gold Crowns in it ; and affign’d them  confi- 
derable Penfions. After which he ferv’d them at Ta- 
ble, accompanied by feveral Cardinals. The Grand 
Duke caus’'d a Prefent to be made to the Father of a 
Crofs fet with Diamonds of great Value.’ Cardinal 
Osthoboni gave the Daughrer a Diamond worth 500 
Piftoles, and the next Day fent her feveral other Pre- 
fents ; and the Queen of Poland made rich Prefents 
to the Mother. His Holinefs has publiftf'd a Bull in 
favour of thofe Jews who fhall rurn Chriftians. The 
converred Jew above-mention’d came hither from 
Leghorne, and is a very Wealthy Man.

Monfieur de Lande with a Party he 
commands has kill'd 27 of the Rebels in feveral Skir- 
mifhes, has retaken 23 Mules from them, and very 
feafonably deliver’d 200 Soldiers of the Battallion of 
Joncquire, who had retir’d into fome old Caftles, and 
muft have perifh’d with hunger, had he not come 
timely to their relief. The Marthal de Montrevel to
